BAD OASE OF SUICIDE.

~ A Coroner's Inquest. was held this after- 
noon at the Government Olvil, Hospital, 
before Mr O. V.'Oreagh, -Ooroner, and 
Menars, F. R. Steily J.’ A, d’Almelda, and 
A. F, Remedios as jurors, on tho body of 
James Morgan Farmer, o gentleman for- 
merly resident in Ohefoo, It appearsthat, 
sh'le in 8 nervous stato of mind, decesaed 
out bis throat ywith a razor, and then 
jamped over the verandah into the street 
from the house of Meyer & Co., Praya East. 
Tho facts maybe gathered from the follow- 

ing epitome of thé evidence given. 
Mr A. Moyeriuk, aworo, deposed :—I am 
apartner in the firm of Meyer & Oo. I 


first saw doecaned_a year ago In Shanghal, |. 


He arrived here from. Amoy on Wednesday 
week Tost, and has stayed at my house stace 
that time . Deceased drank heavily. add 
| wad intoxicated on his arrival and all the 
timo until Sanday; he was very nervous 
on that day, Ho resumed drinking on the 
Monday, and had two or three bottles of 
champagne on that day. On Tuesday he 
was again very nervous, and had ‘delirium 
tremens overnight. He called me up about 
3h a.m., and said’ he saw all sorts o| things 
dancing about, He said it waa a serious 
cure, and I told him to He down; I then 
gave him a couch in my room, where I gét 
him something to eat. He was quieter, 
but afterwards I took him to Dr Gerlach, 
‘who gave him a sleeping draught. On 
Wednesday morning he ssemed: sober btit 
very muok o nfused. The last time I saw 
deceased he ‘said he was about to read his 
letters he had got from home. I next 
heard of what had ocourred about 5 p.m, 
and went to the house, Deceased was 
thon quite dead, and was being taken to 
the Hospital, : 

De. Wharry, sworn, deposed :—The body 
of devesead ‘was brought to the Hospital 
about 7 o'clock yesterday evening, when I 
saw it. It was recently dead, and was that 
of a Kuropean male about 40 yoars of age. 
Thore were a number of incised wounds in 
the throat, and one very severe one on the 
right side, A bruise was apparent on the 
right upper-orm, and the right collar bone 
was broken, The bick was somewhat dis- 
colored by bruises. Death appeared to 
bave resulted from the wounds in the throat. 
The symptoms described by the last witness 
would lead me ‘to say that deceased had 
suffered from delirium tremens. The wounds 
in the throat ah have besa caused by 
the razor produced. :
